UNION LEADER KILLED, HEAD 
OF COAT FACTORY ARRESTED 


Garment Workers’ Delegate Shot in 
Brooklyn Plant Where Organi- 
zation Was Resisted. 


NEW YORK, May 9 (AP).—Vito 
Trimarco, 30 years old, delegate of 
the International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union, was shot to death 
today in an argument over organi- 
zation of the 35 women employes 
of the Trio Coat Corp. in Brooklyn. 
The corporation president, Giu- 
seppe Fristachi, 64, who long had 
resisted organization efforts in his 
plant, was arrested on a homicide 
charge. 

Witnesses told police that Tri- 
marco, after entering the plant with 
several other men described as 
union organizers, argued with Fris- 
tachi for about an hour. A scuffle 
followed and Fristachi fell back- 
ward over a sewing machine. Two 
shots ‘were fired, one striking the 
union leader in the heart. 

I, Fineberg, general manager of 
the Cloak, Suit & Reefer Makers’ 
Union, said the plant was working 
its employes “all kinds of hours 
and paying low wages” and that 
“we have tried for some time to 
organize it.” 


GAS MAIN EXPLOSION SHOOTS 
MUD GEYSER 14 STORIES HIGH 


Woman Scalded, Several Persons 
Knocked Down, Windows 
Smashed in New York. 
NEW YORK, May 9 (AP). — 
A gas main explosion which broke 
an underground steampipe sent a 
column of steam and mud up the 
side of the 32-story Park Central 
Hotel early today, seriously injur- 
ing a woman and knocking down 

several other persons. 

The force of the blast blew a 
hole 25 feet in circumference in 
the pavement on the Fifty-sixth 
street side of the hotel, situated on 
Seventh avenue. Mud _ splattered 
hotel windows as high as the four- 
teenth floor. 

Connie Renault, 22-year-old 
model, was knocked down by 4 
piece of cement. She also suffered 
burns on the face, hands and body 
from escaping steam. A Woman 
and a man, walking with Miss Re- 
nault, were bowled over but did 
not require medical treatment. A 
photographer and several patrol- 
men also were knocked off their 
feet and deluged with mud. 

At least 50 hotel windows were 


smashed.

HOPSON INDICTED BY U. S. 
FOR ALLEGED $20,000,000 
_. FRAUD AGAINST INVESTORS 


Associated Gas & Electric 
Founder Accused of Mak- 
ing Illegal Profits; 3 Oth- 
ers Named; 18 Counts 
Charge Misuse of Mail. 


NEW YORK, May 9 (AP).— 
Howard C. Hopson, one of the 
founders of the vast Associated Gas 
and Electric system, was indicted 
today by a United States grand 


‘|jury for making allegedly unlawful 


profits in excess of $20,000,000 in 
securities of the business. 
Indicted with Hopson, a one- 


thousands into millions, were 
Charles M. Travis and Garrett A. 
Brownback, lawyers for the sys- 
tem, and Frederick 8S. Burroughs, 
former banker for the system and 
since 1932 a principal officer of the 
Associated company. 

The indictment alleges the four 
men committed mail fraud and 
conspired to defraud the investing 
public, generally, and holders. of 
securities of the Associated System 
subsidiaries in particular. 

Bought on Borrowed Money. 
The alleged conspiracy, the in- 
dictment recited, began in 1922, 
the year Hopson purchased, with 
borrowed money, the old Associat- 
ed Gas & Electric Co. of New York. 
The true bill charged that the 
two lawyers aided Hopson in the 
alleged fraud and that Burroughs 
assisted in financing the Associat- 
ed Gas & Electric Co, in the issu- 
ance of certain securities which 
were used by Hopson to derive 
fraudulent profits. 

Burroughs was charged also with 
having aided Hopson in “covering 
up” frauds and in avoiding an ac- 
counting of the profits, 

The indictment followed a grand 
jury investigation which Attorney- 
General Robert H. Jackson, last 
February, authorized Hugh A. Ful- 
ton, executive assistant to United 
States Atterncy John T. Cahill, io 
conduct as a special assistant to the 
Attorney-General. 

It contains 18 counts. of mail 
fraud, on each of which each de- 
fendant, if convicted, would be lia- 
ble to five years in prison and a 
$2000 fine. It also bag one conspir- 
acy count with a maximum penalty 
on conviction of two years’ impris- 
onment and a $10,000 fine—a total 
possibility of 92 years and fines to- 
taling $46,000 each. 

Obtained System Control. 
Fulton asserted that Hopson and 
John I. Mange obtained control of 
the Associated Gas and Electric Co. 
of New York in 1922 through the 
purchase of a majority of the com- 
mon voting stock for $300,000, most- 
ly bofrowed. The Associated then 
controlled less than $7,000,000 of 
utility properties, chiefly in central 
New York, near Ithaca. 

Within two years, Fulton said, 
Hopson wrote up the value of the 
company’s assets and caused divi- 
dends to be declared which more 
than repaid the amount originally 
invested to acquire control. 
Currently, Fulton said, the Asso- 
ciated System has assets in excess 
of one billion dollars, with more 
than 300,000 investors, and con- 
trols properties ranging from Can- 
ada to Florida and as far west as 
Missouri, and foreign companies 
operating in the Philippine Islands. 
It services more than 1,000,000 
families with gas and electricity, 
and controls some traction sys- 
tems, 


GERMAN SHIP SUNK, ANOTHER 
DESTROYED, BRITISH CLAIM 


LONDON, May 9 (AP).—The 
sinking of one German ship, de- 
struction of another, and hits on a 
number of others in convoy by Brit- 
ish submarines was announced to- 
night by the admiralty. 

In an attack on one convoy of 10 
enemy ships, six torpedoes found 
their marks, the admiralty said. 
Three hits were made on another 
convoy and two on a third. 

“One ship sailing independently 
was torpedoed and sunk, another 
driven ashore and destroyed by gun- 
fire and torpedo,” the communique 


added.

propriations subcommittee, who re- 
quested the demonstration, said 
that both — to be 
“good guns” and added: 
“Since the War Department al- 
ready is manufacturing the Garand, 
there seems to be no reason to go 


into production on another rifle.” 

Undertaking to equip the nation’s 
initial protective force of about 
400,000 troops with the Garand 
rifle, the army already has invested 
$15,000,000 in its manufacture, 

Senator Lundeen (Farmer-Labor), 
Minnesota, a Spanish-American 
War veteran and expert rifleman, 
took the spotlight from soldiers 
who gave the demonstration by 
making perfect scores with both 
weapons. He praised both and 
said he would “leave it to the 
army” whether the armed forces 
should adopt the Johnson as well 
as the Garand.

Frank J. Boehm, former exec- 
utive vice-president of Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri, testified at a 
hearing today before United States 
District Judge George H. Moore 
that he and Louis H. Egan, former 
president of Union Electric, had 
been “forced” to ask for an in- 
vestigation by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission of the com- 
pany’s affairs. 

The hearing was on defense mo- 
tions attacking validity of an in- 
dictment charging that Boehm 
committed perjury onl various oc- 
casions when he appeared as a 
winess before SEC examiners who 
conducted the Commission’s inves- 
tigation of the political activities 
and business practices of Union 
Electric. 

On cross examination of Boehm, 
after he had testified in support 
of the defense motions, District At- 
torney Harry C. Blanton asked the 
witness if he had not said to a re- 
port@ for the Star-Times that the 
Union Electric management, which 
then was in the hands of himself 
and Louis H. Egan ag president, 
had requested the SEC to conduct 
an investigation of the company. 

“Yes, but not for publication,” 
Boehm replied. “I also told him 
we had been forced to ask for the 
investigation.” 

He then related that when he 
and Egan were in Washington in 
November, 1938, they called on 
Commissioner Robert E. Healy of 
the Securities Commission. 

He then quoted Commissioner 
Healy as having said that the 
commission was “embarrassed” by 
anr article which had been pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch, and 
for that reason the commission 
wished the management to ask for 
an investigation; that, if the man- 
agement did n ot ask for it, the 
commission would have to make it 
any way. 

Boehm is charged in five counts 
of a grand jury indictment with 
having given false testimony at 
various times as a witness before 
examiners of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission in the com- 
mission’s investigation of political 
activities and business practices of 
Union Electric Co. 

Allege Denial of Coun<+1. 

In a plea in abatement and other 
motions before the court counsel 
for Boehm assert that the SEC did 
not have legal authority for the 
type of investigation it conducted, 
that the commission’s proceeding 
was unconstitutional and _ that 
Boehm was denied counsel, 

Boehm’s trial has been set for 
June 17. 

His counsel, John S. Leahy, sub- 
penaed about a dozen witnesses for 
today’s hearing, and at Leahy’s re- 
quest the Court excluded the wit- 
nesses from the courtroom. The 
first witness was Francis P. 
Brassor of Washington, secretary 
of the Securities Commission, who 
testified as to the various orders 
made by the commission in connec- 
tion with the Union Electric invés- 
tigation. 

The first order instituting the in- 
vestigation was made Nov. 9, 1938, 
and there have been various supple- 
mental orders since then, Brassor 
testified.

SEVEN BRITISH, LEFT 
INNORWAY,CAPTURE

A NORTHERN BRITISH PORT, 
May 9 (AP).—Seven British sol- 
diers and two Norwegian seamen 
told today how they became sepa- 
rated from their buddies in Nor- 
way, trudged 200 miles to _ the 
coast, sometimes through waist- 
deep snow, took a Norwegian boat 
away from the Germans and sailed 
here. 

They said about 100 British 
troops were fighting twice that 
many Germans in the mountains 
when their band of 15 was isolated. 

Guided by the stars and an occa- 
sional native, they struck out for 
the coast, leaving the wounded be- 
hind in a Norwegian hospital. 

Reaching’ the .sea after seven 
days, they said they found a Nor- 
wegian boat in German possession. 
In the words of one of the men, 
“Nine of us decided to board the

ROME, May 9.—Thousands stood 
in the Piazza Venezia today as 


Italy celebrated Empire and Army 
day and cried for a sign from 
Benito Mussolini, but he lifted his 
finger to his lips to indicate that 
it is not yet the moment for Italy 
to come off the fence. 

“The Mediterranean for us,” was 
the cry lifted by individuals 
throughout the crowd, as Mussolini 
appeared on the balcony. He shook 
his head and put his finger to his 
lips. The crowd continued to cry 
for a word, and on his third appear- 
ance Mussolini lifted his hand for 
silence. 

Declaring that May 9, 1936, was “a 
great day in history,” because then 
Italy enjoyed “the sunny day of 
victory” in Ethiopia, Mussolini add- 
ed, “after my speeches you must 
become accustomed to my silence. 
Only facts will break it.” 

This is as much as is vouch- 
safed to the public as Italy, three 
times victorious at war within 20 
years, faces the prospect today that 
war may soon spread to the Bal-

ALLIED TROOP SHIP SUNK 
BY PLANES, GERMANS REPORT 


They Say Medium Caliber 
Bombs Send Vessel Down 
at Narvik—Army Takes 
Control of Reich Rail- 
roads Over Week-End. 


BERLIN, May 9 (AP). — The 
sinking of a 7000-ton Allied troop 
transport in the Narvik region of 
Northern Norway and destruction 
of an Allied submarine in the Skag- 
errak, arm of the North Sea, were 
reported by the German high com- 
mand today as new victories for its 


air force. 

The high command said the Nazi 
air force also had participated in 
fights in the Narvik region where 
the Allies are besieging a force of 
more than 3000 Germans: landed 
when the German invasion began 
May 9. 

The communique said: 

“German fighting planes at- 
tacked an enemy naval force at 
Narvik. In the course of the at- 
tack one 7000-ton transport was 
sunk by a medium caliber bomb. 

“Air force fighting units repeat- 
edly participated in the ground 
fight. They bombed marching col- 
umns and enemy artillery positions. 

“The air force destroyed one en- 
emy submarine by bomb hits in the 
Skagerrak.” 

The German army has taken com- 
mand of the country’s. railroads 
over the Whitsunday holiday period 
this week end, exerting rigorous 
control over all civilian traffic, it 
was reported reliably tonight. Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Bork, transport chief 
of the German general staff, is in 
charge of the railways during the 
period. 

For days the press has been urg- 
ing Germans not to travel over the 
holiday. Now, placards in stations 
notify travelers that regular train 
schedules cannot be guaranteed.

Newspapers were admonished to 
print large sections of yester- 
day’s proceedings verbatim to- 
gether with a glossary.

The Labor decision was said to 
have been conveyed to Chamberlain 
at No. 10 Downing street attended 
by the Prime Ministers, Foreign 
Secretary Lord Halifax, and Labor 
Leaders Clement A. Attlee and Ar- 
thur Greenwood.

Secret Consultations. 


The House rose at 4 p. m. (9 a. 
m. St. Louis time) after David 
Lloyd George, critic of the Prime 
Minister, had defended himself 
against a charge that, by demand- 
ing Chamberlain’s resignation, he 
had encouraged Hitler. 
Chamberlain, members of his war 
cabinet and opposition leaders held 
secret consultations during the day, 
Geoffrey Mander, a left wing mem- 
ber, said the talks were to decide 
whether “by getting rid of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
the Secretary for Air, the Prime 
Minister might be allowed to carry 
on with partially fresh colleagues.” 
Mander told the House that this 
would be “perfectly useless.”

DIGKMANN INVITES

Bernard F. Dickmann of St. Louis 
held a 20-minute conference with 
President Roosevelt today and in- 
vited him to visit St. Louis in the

The President indicated he 
would visit St. Louis if it were at 
all possible to arrange his sched- 
ule so as to do so. He explained 
that his itinerary was not yet com- 
pleted, Dickmann said. The White 
House has set June 10 as the tenta- 
tive date for the start of the cross- 
country tour. 

Reports on Memorial Work. 

Dickmann said he reported to 
the President on the progress of 
clearing the site of the riverfront 
Memorial and that the President 
expressed gratification on being 
told that the Old Cathedral, the old 
Courthouse and the Rock House 
would be preserved. The Mayor 
said he informed the President the 
site would be entirely cleared by 
Nov. 1, and indicated St. Louis 
would be pleased to have him visit 
the city at that time. 

To reporters in the White House 
lobby, Mayor Dickmann said poli- 
tics had not been discussed. 

The Mayor has an appointment 
tomorrow with Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes to discuss removal of 
railroad tracks that now cut across 
the memorial site. Present also 
will be Frank L. Wright of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion, who has been discussing ways 
to solve this problem with railroad 
executives. 

Will Urge Contribution. 

“IT am going to suggest to Mr. 
Ickes,” Dickmann said, “that per- 
haps it will be necessary for the 
Federa] Government to spend some 
moneyeto work out a solution. Per- 
haps tHe Federal Government will 
have to contribute toward rerout- 
ing of the tracks on the East Side. 


“But everyone concerned must 
be made to appreciate that this is 
a request by the Federal Govern- 
ment.

The proposed mortgage provision 
would permit banks to buy mort- 
gages maturing in 15 years and 
covering 60 per cent of the ap- 
praised value of the mortgaged 
property, instead of the present re- 
striction limiting national bank in- 
vestments to mortgages maturing 
in 10 years and covering 40 per 
cent of the appraised value. 

“T don’t want,” Morgenthau said, 
“to see national banks loaded up 
with long-term real estate loans.” 
Jones has for years been an ad- 
vocate of increased bank lending 
to stimulate housing construction 
through easier terms. Since the 
Federal loan agency was_ estab- 
lished last year, Jones heads not 
only the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, but also the Federal 
Housing Administration and _ the 
Federal Home Loan Bank system. 


Stock Purchase Bill. 


The banking provisions which 
aroused Morgenthau’s opposition 
were attached to a measure au- 
thorizing the RFC to buy $125,000,- 
000 stock in the Federal Home 
Loan Banks in order to reduce 
to $175,000,000 the RFC’s share of 
the $700,000,000 President Roose- 
velt has asked Government corpo- 
rations to pay the Treasury next 
fiscal year to reduce the deficit. 
Morgenthau said he was “in com- 
plete sympathy” with this part of 
the Jones bill. 

The bill was introduced by Rep- 
resentative Steagall (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, in the House, and by Sen- 
ator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, in the 
Senate.

Italian authorities offer a number 
of reassurances as to Italy’s posi- 
tion should it be involved. 

The newspapers announce today 
that the Roma, fourth of Italy’s 
new 35,000-ton battleships, is to be 
launched soon. 

This will give Italy six capital 
ships. The British have 15 and 
the French seven. Similarly, the 
Allies have six aircraft carriers, 
Italy mone; 22 heavy cruisers, 
against Italy’s seven; and 55 lighter 
cruisers to Italy’s 12. Thus, while 
Italy’s navy is new and swift, it is 
a fraction of the combined Allied 
tonnage, and this country must 
count on aircraft. . 

Similarly Virginio Gayda, unoffi- 
cial spokesman, tries to offer reas- 
surances that Italy cannot be ef- 
fectively blockaded. For this pur- 
pose, he cites the figures on Ital- 
ian imports through Gibraltar, 
which ultimately Italy wants de- 
militarized and _ internationalized 
along with Tunisia, Malta and the 
Suez Canal. He writes that through 
Gibraltar Italy gets only 60 per 
cent of its coal, 20 per cent of its 
mineral oil, 5 per.cent of certain 
metals, and so forth. 

But Gayda does not indicate 
what would happen to Italian im- 
ports if Gibraltar, the Suez and 
the Dardanelles were all closed. 
Through theSe three gateways, 
Italy gets 1,537,000 quintals of raw 
cotton, out of a total importation 
of 1,571,000; 305,000 out of 326,000 
quintals of raw wool, 2,829,000 out 
of 4,006,000 quintals of iron ore, 
5,162,000 quintals of steel scrap out 
of 6,040,000, and 13,687,000 quintals 
of crude oil out of a total impor- 
tation of 14,742,000.

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INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 9.— 
Approval of the first 30 loans, for 
farm labor homes to be built as 
part of the Farm Security Admin- 
\{stration’s program for relieving 
distress and _ stabilizing employ- 
ment in the Southeast Missouri 
‘cotton country, was announced to- 
day by Regional Director P. G. 
Beck. | 

The loans, for a 10-year period 
at 3 per cent interest, are being 
made to individuals now homeless 
and living in improvised shelters. 
Construction will begin this month. 
It is expected that at least 200 ad- 
ditional applications for such 
loans will be made. 
Cost to Be $499 Each. 


A low bid of $499 each has been 
received from contractors for the 
first group of homes. The 30 
tracts are in Scott, Mississippi, 
Pemiscot, New Madrid, Stoddard 
and Butler counties. 

The cottages, 26 by 20 feet, will 
contain four rooms built on piers 
with double floors and _ standard 
framing. Creosote stained drop 
siding will be used for the exterior, 
and interior walls will be shel- 
lacked tongue and groove boards. 
Felt insulation will be used in 
flodrs and walls and houses will 
be screened. A well will be drilled 
for each house. 

The plan for labor homes on 
subsistence farming tracts provid- 
ed by landowners was added to the 
FSA program in Southeast Mis- 
souri after its representatives met 
with landowners, sharecroppers and 
Missouri officials at the call of Gov. 
Lloyd C. Stark of Missouri last De- 
cember when a repetition of the 
roadside demonstration of homeless 
sharecroppers of the year before 
was threatened. Co-operation of 
landowners was obtained. 


Arrangements With Owners. 


Various arrangements have been 
made with them. In some instances 
the landlord provides 10 acres of 
uncleared land, rent free and with 
taxes paid for a period of 10 years, 
after which he is to receive the 
improvements in lieu of rent. In 
other cases, the landowner provides 
a three-acre subsistence farming 
tract and two acres of cotton crop 
land under the same terms. Other 
landowners have preferred to make 
available a three-acre building and 
subsistence farming site, rent free 
and taxes paid, and to guarantee 
repayment of the FSA loan for con- 
struction of the cottage. 

FSA loans and grants also are 
being made for purchase of garden 
and canning equipment and cows. 
Options on uncleared land are be- 
ing taken by co-operative organiza- 
tions of farm laborers with the as- 
sistance of the FSA, which will 
make loans for houses and im- 
provements. The FSA also is ne- 
gotiating for land for eight groups 
of farm laborers who will rent 
‘houses from the agency.

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LABOR UNIONS AGAINST 
ANTLCHAIN STORE BIL 


Representatives Appear Before 
House Subcommittee Hear- 
ing on Patman Measure. 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP).— 
Roy A. Porter, Elba, N. Y., a pro- 
ducer of potatoes and vegetables, 
told a House subcommittee yester- 
day the Patman chain store tax 
bill would “upset our present econ- 
omy, distort prices and unequally 
burden business which is perform- 
ing an essential service.” 

His sales to chains varied from 
3 per cent to 47 per cent of his 
yearly sales, he said, and they 
formed a very desirable outlet. 

Porter added that by restricting 
and possibly destroying large chain 
organizations, the legislation would 
react unfavorably on farmers, con- 
gumers and business. 

Opposition to the bill was ex- 
pressed also by E. A. Weaver, Chi- 
cago, viée-president of B. A. Eck- 
hart Milling Co., which he _  de- 
acribed as “one of the largest inde- 
pendent mills in the country.” 

About 80 per cent of the com- 
pany’s production was sold to the 
bakery trade, both chain and inde- 
pendent, Weaver said, and the rest 
as packaged flour to chain stores. 

Advantages, direct and indirect, 
were attributed to chain distribu- 
tion by Georges Burgess, of New 
Orleans, president of the Burgess 
Canning Co. processors of oysters 
and shrimp. 

Not only did chains provide a 
steady and dependable outlet for 
quality merchandise, Burgess said, 
but this constant market made pos- 
sible continual operations and low- 
er prices to other distributors. 

“They pay us a fair price for our 
merchandise,” he said. “We have 
found them helpful and encourag- 
ing in their suggestions at times 
when it meant much to us. They 
do not take advantage of us in a 
weakened market, but they help us 
through such times because they 
realize that their sources of supply 
are a part of their system of dis- 
tribution.” 

Labor opposition to the bill was 
expressed by Richard Compton, 
Washington, of the Retail Clerks’ 
International Protective Associa- 
tion (AFL), and Richard W. Good- 
rick, Washington, of the Amalga- 
mated Meat Cutters and Butcher 
Workmen of North America (AFL). 

Both testified that chain food 
stores paid higher wages and 
worked their employes' shorter 
hours than independent stores.

Fixtures in 70-Year-Old Resi- 
dence Pulled Out As Fast As 
Owner Replaced Them.

Ki- 
wanis Club, criticising administra- 
tive practices and conditions at the 
Missouri Training School for Boys, 
at Boonville, will be referred to the 
State Penal Board for investiga- 
tion, the Governor said today. 

He said he had read the letter 
and was turning it over to Grover 
C. Clevenger, chairman of the 
Penal Board and director of penal 
institutions, for an inquiry. He said 
Clevenger would make a report to 
him after an inquiry was made. 

The Governor took exception to 
criticism that politics figured in 
the appointment of personnel of the 
reformatory. He said the appoint- 
ment of W. D. Achuff as superin- 
tendent of the training school was 
“as far removed from politics as 
possible.” 

He said the same was true‘of the 
appointment of Clevenger as head 
of the penal institutions. He said 
neither Achuff nor Clevenger “had 
ever been active in politics.”

Requisites for membership are 
faith, hope and charity—the latter 
meaning a willingness to give Gal- 
lahadion and Bimelech a run for 
the money. 

Right after Gallahadion showed 
that Bimelech could be beat, there 
was a rush to join the club. Mem- 
bership cards showered like a Eu- 
ropean handbill raid. It seemed 
that everybody wanted a “G. G. 
and B. B.” button and a Preakness 
field of 12 or more was predicted. 

But that was before the training 
grind began to take its toll. Half 
a dozen Preakness possibilities 
have fallen by the wayside at Pim- 
lico this week and others that had 
been expected to go have not yet 
reported.

Baseball’s Béaner 
A Dangerous Thing. 


ECAUSE it is difficult or im- 
Pprossivte to determine intent, 

baseball has dodged efforts to 
legislate against the bean ball or 
duster. The beaner is a pitch 
thrown at the head of a batter, 
designed to throw him off stride 
at the plate, to keep him from 
digging in and swinging from his 
heels. 

Many managers have ordered 
their pitchers to throw at an en- 
emy batter’s head occasionally, 
especially after the batter has 
made a solid hit, and whenever 
the count is two strikes and 
nothing. There have been man- 
agers who announced pitchers 
who didn’t knock a batter down, 
with a count of two and nothing, 
would be fined. 


In the final game of the series 
between the Cardinals and Dodg- 
ers it seemed to some observers 
that Hugh Casey was overdoing 
the bean ball thing. But there’s 
the rub. Who is to decide 
whether Casey was throwing at 
the Cardinals, or merely was 
wild? At any rate, he knocked 
several of them down and hit 
three men—Padgett in the third, 
Mize in the fifth and Slaughter 
in the sixth. Padgett and Mize 
had hit homers on previous trips 
to the plate and Slaughter had 
tripled in the third.

Carroll Bierman is the jockey 
who rode Gallahadion to fame and 
fortune in the Kentucky Derby, but 
to his mother he still is the “gritty” 
little boy who broke his arm in 
three places in a fall from a pear 


tree and didn’t cry a bit. 

The nerve and courage it takes 
to reach the top in the riding pro- 
fession was a dominant character- 
istic of the eighth of 11 children 
of Mrs. Minerva Henderson, who 
married again, following the death 
of Carroll's father 15 years ago. 
A small, plain woman, Mrs. Hen- 
derson has never seen Carroll ride 
since he started almost six years 
ago, and she heard of his victory at 
Churchill Downs over the radio in 
her second-floor home at 1913 
(rear) North Florissant. 

“We (her husband and she) didn’t 
even know Carroll was riding until 
the race was all over,” she smiled 
with some pride. “The radio in 
naming the jockeys didn’t mention 
him before the race started and we 
thought maybe he had _ . been 
scratched.” 

She hasn’t heard a word from him 
since the Derby victory, so she 
supposes he will not be back in St. 
Louis before going to Pimlico, 
where he will ride Gallahadion in 
the Preakness. 

He Walked to Track to Get Job. 
Late one evening in September, 
1935, Carroll, then 16 years old, 
walked into his home and _  an- 
nounced: 7 

“Mom, I got a job.” 

“Aw, you never,” she replied. 
“Yep, I’m going to be a jockey.” 
“You can’t do that; I’m afraid 
you'll get killed.” 

But Carroll, who had walked 
over to Fairmount that day, gained 
his way. He quit grammar school 
just before graduating and began 
riding for Will Cain, an owner. 

“I know he’s been hurt a num- 
ber of times,” his mother said, 
“but he never lets me know about 
it unless it’s so bad he can’t help 
it. Two years ago he was in a 
bad spill in California. A horse 
stepped on his head and he was 
in a hospital for 40 days, But that 
didn’t make him quit.” 

Her hands clasped and unclasped 
in her lap in a worried little ges- 
ture and she smiled. 

“He always was a gritty little 
boy. When he was 5, a mean, old 
gander chased him and he climbed 
into a pear tree on our farm near 
Centralia, Ill... The limb broke, I 
fuess, and he fell and broke his 
arm in three places. I carried him 
to the doctor’s office and his fa- 
ther came over and when he saw 
Carroll’s arm he fainted. But Car- 
roll hadn’t even cried. Why, he 
went to sleep in the doctor’s of- 
fice.”

Board and the CAA Administrator 
now overlaps, resulting in confu- 
sion. 

The Safety Board, he said, “can 
make only a limited contribution to 
air safety” as it now stands.

Finally he was placed in a sani- 
tarium and he danced no more. 

In the past year, however, insulin 
shock treatments have caused strik- 
ing improvement in his condition. 

Nijinsky and his wife left an Al- 
pine resort and came to Zurich 
when they were informed the Labor 
Department had said he would not 
be barred from visiting the United 
States for his third insulin treat- 
ment.

Breakfast at 8 a. m. clears away 
all signs of the insulin jag, and 
the treatment is over for the day. 
It is repeated daily. — 

The results on 22 persons, suf- 
fering from various serious mental 
troubles including schizophrenia 
and manic depressive insanity, and 
four whose minds were deranged 
by physical conditions, were report- 
ed by Drs. Philip Polatin, Hyman 
Spotnitz and Benjamin Wiesel of 
the New York State Psychiatric In- 
stitute and Hospital, New York 
City. )

from one week to 18 months. Of 
the 22 one recovered completely, 
12 were much improved and five 
slightly improved, a percentage | 
score of 81.

F and when the war actually 
[comes to Southeastern Europe, 
it will have been preceded long 
before by the fifth column of those 
agents, secret and open, those con- 
spirators, spies, commercial agents, 
provacteurs, revolutionists and 
propagandists, who search out the 
Henleins and the Tisos, and the 
Quislings, the malcontents and the 
traitors, the idealists and the ras- 
cals, who prepare the way and 
open the gates for the soldiers. 

* 


This is a strange war. It is not 
only a war. It is a revolution. There 
is little chivalry in it, unless it be 
perhaps among common soldiers 
who do their tasks, among airmen 
who form a transcendental society 
of heir own, and among seamen 
who fight in actual conflict with 
their equals according to old tradi- 
tion. 

Waters and roads are mined by 
soldiers. That is war. But nations 
are mined and undermined in 
other ways. The Nazis have gone 
to school with the Russians and 
have been good students. The 
Italian Fascists know the _ tech- 
nique also. 

tussia, Italy and Germany are 
all led by revolutionists who have 
made subversive movements into 
instruments of conquest. In this 
field the Allies are absolutely no 
match for t!.em. 


The Nazis, especially, proceed 
with a_ scientific thoroughness. 
There is not a disgruntled indi- 


vidual, not an over-ambitious 
statesman or politician, not a re- 
sentive social class, not a discon- 
tented national minority, not an 
avaricious business man, whom 
they overlook. 

Like strategists surveying the 
te.rain upon which the cam- 
paign is to be conducted—moun- 
tains and streams that must be 
crossed, swamps that must be cir- 
cumvented, the estates and farms 
upon which troops can be quar- 
tered—who studv the climate and 
the seasons, who know when the 
roads will be muddy or under 
snows, estimating every advantage 
and every handicap, these twen- 
tieth century revolutionary leaders 
sap the very structure of the so- 
ciety against which they are cam- 
paigning, and know all the weak 
points, which can be made weaker. 


T write this on the train between 
Trieste and Zurich, on the way back 
from a tour which has taken me to 
Italy and Turkey, to Rumania, Hun- 
gary and-the two provinces of Yugo- 
slavia, Serbia and Croatia — from 
the east of Germany to the Dar- 
danelles, from the Adriatic to the 
Black Sea and back again. 

In no country is the aspect of 
things quite the same as it is across 
the border in the neighboring coun- 
try. But one aspect is everywhere 
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typical: the technique of subver- 
sion as a weapon of conflict. 
Because the Nazis have perfected 
this weapon with the most meticu- 
lous thoroughness, .while, at the 
same time, their methods are the 
most crude and most obvious, it is 
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luggage, cameras and novelty ar- 
ticles, are heavy advertisers in the 


newspapers, and their pressure 
greatly reduces the impartiality of 
the press. 


The newspapers almost invariably 
give front-page prominence to the 
official German communiques re- 
garding the war and bury the Al- 
lies’ news in condensed form in the 
back pages. 

Every commercial office in this 
part of the world is a propaganda 
display. 

In Zagreb, for instance, the Ger- 
man Travel Bureau was displaying 
a few days ago photographs of the 
finding of the Polish documents, 
facsimilies of some of the corre- 
spondence, together with many pho- 
tographs from the Norwegian front. 

A long queue of Zagreb citizens 
were staring at the display. The 
English Cunard line office, farther 
down the street, contented itself 


easiest to study the German side 
of the picture. The Russians are 
more devious, and the Italians more 
inhibited, subtle and Machiavellian.

In contrast to the Allies, who pur- 
sue their own political aims along 
the more trodden and traditional 
paths, working through govern- 
ments, established commercial con- 
nections and espionage organiza- 
tions euphemistically called “intelli- 
‘gence services,” the Germans, who 
‘use these mediums also, vastly ex- 
pand them in an effort to reach, tap 
‘and influence the broad masses. I 
‘have counted 10 ways in which 
they work; I have doubtless over- 
lodéked numerous others. 

1.The German minorities. In all 
the southeastern countries there are 
large colonies of German-speaking 
people, settled there for generations, 
but never completely divorced from 
the influence of the mother country. 

These people have been worked 
upon for years. They have their 
own Nazi organizations, their own 
Gestapo, and they receive instruc- 
tions from headquarters. 

In Yugoslavia, German § settlers 
began purchasing land along the 
Danube a short time ago. To coun- 
teract this, the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment published a decree forbidding 
the sale or transfer of any land im- 
mediately proximate to this most 


with long account and a boring 
picture of the British fleet, which 
had prabably been in the window 
since before the start of the war.

and willing to co-operate. 

6. Widespread anti - capitalistic 
propaganda, spread among _ the 
masses mostly in the form of pam- 
phlets, accusing Great Britain and 
France of trying to quench the 
social revolutions of the Nazis and 
the Russians. 

This propaganda makes full use 


of quotations from British Left-| 
wingers themselves, depicting the 
worst aspects of social life in Great 
Britain and France, and is sup- 
ported by Russian propaganda as 
well. 

7. Appeals to soldiers and _ the 
population at large, depicting the

8. Anti-Communism. The Nazis 
do not hesitate to talk almost the 
exact language of the Communists 
in addressing factory workers and 
miners, and:to present themselves 
as the bulwark against Communism 
to the conservatice peasants, 

At the same time, in the Slav 
countries and to peasants and 
workers alike, they undermine the 
malevolence to their cause of Rus- 
sia who, in the Slavic peasant mind. 
still is Mother Russia, whether 
imperial or Soviet. 

9. The actual corruption of of- 
ficials. It is very difficult to trace 
this, but it exists on a grand scale, 
according to the evidence of all 
who know these countries well from 
long residence in them. 

10. Terror. The candid revela- 
tion of what happens to individuals 
and officials who take an out- 
spoken stand against the Nazi 
plans. “If we succeed and you are 
known to be our enemy, exile, con- 
centration camp or death will be 
your lot.” 

Many who sincerely believe that 
the Germans will lose the war 
nevertheless contemplate the pos- 
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important stream, or within 50 
kilometers of its shore. 

2. Through other dissatisfied na- 
tional minorities. Thus the Magyar 
as well as the German minority in 
Rumania, has been promised re- 
union with Hungary when the time 
comes to “break the Rumanian 
yoke.” 

In Croatia, the Northwestern 
province of Yugoslavia which has 
always been rebellious under the 
highly centralized government con- 
centrating its power in Belgrade, 
the movemenf for Croatian inde- 
pendence is encouraged. Its leader 
is @ man named Budak, with a 
scavenger named Buc. 

The powerful Croatian Peasant 
party, led by Dr. Matchek, is 
against this group because they

LONDON, May 9. 


HE next few days will determine the makeup of the new British 
Government which Parliament last night clearly indicated must 
replace the present Chamberlain rule. Although the Government 
actually received a majority, it was so small and the feeling in both 
houses 80 unmistakably opposed to the continuation of the present 


Government that a drastic reconstruction seems inevitable. 


Whether Chamberlain will make 
a great gesture and hand his resig- 
nation to the King depends on the 
reaction of the most influential 
Conservatives with vhom he is con- 
suiting. This group—the 1922 com- 
mittee—met last night, after Par- 
liament, and demanded a Cabinet 
reconstruction. Chamberlain is be- 
lieved willing now to give in to 
these demands, but Conservative 
politicians may feel that it would 
be unwise for him to attempt this 
with a probable splitting of the 
Conservative party. 

No Conservative statesman has 
ever sacrificed party interests for 

rsonal power and it may be rep- 
resented to Chamberlain that na- 
tional interests and party loyalty 
emand that he resign. 


A ‘Victory Cabinet.’ 

Those familiar with British poli- 
| tices were struck last night by the 
number of Conservatives who voted 
against the Government—the Daily 
Mail this morning suggests David 
Lioyd George as Premier in a “vic- 
tory Cabinet” and the majority of 
the press seems to regard his in- 
clusion in a new government as 
probable.

CANADIAN DESTROYER HELPED 
CAPTURE GERMAN FREIGHTER 


With British Cruiser Seized Ship in 
Caribbean; Part of Crew Fired 
Vessel and Escaped. 

OTTAWA, May 9 (AP).—The new 
Canadian flotilla leader, the de- 
stroyer Assiniboine, shared honors 
with a royal navy cruiser in the 
capture of the German merchant- 
man, Hannover, in the Caribbean 
Sea, the Royal Canadian navy made 
known today.

In a broadcast to the republic 
last night, De Valera declared that 
violence such as the recent bomb 
explosion in Dublin Castle would 
flame into civil war if not checked.

And just before the 
votes were counted, Alfred Duff Cooper, former First 
Lord of the Admiralty, took his stand against the 
Government which is now finding its chief support 
in his successor, Winston Churchill. 
Duff Cooper is a Conservative, but he declared that 
the issue was too grave “for any man to wash his 
hands like Pontius Pilate and take neither one side 
nor the other.” So he bolted his party and 40 Tories 
followed him. 

But when the votes were counted, the Chamberlain 
Government still stood. England was standing by 
the man with the umbrella. 

What effect this will have on the future conduct 
of the war, it is impossible to say. The attack on 
Chamberlain may soon be resumed, and he may form 
a coalition Cabinet to stave off ultimate defeat. One 
thing, however, does seem to be crystal clear: There 
is no call to give up hope for a country whose de- 
mocracy is so vigorous as to permit a debate like this 
one of the last few days in the House of Commons in 
such a time of stress. French parliamentarianism 
was put into moth balls with far less cause. 

So there is still vigor in British institutions— 
something of the old spirit that was almost proud of 
losing every battle of a war, except the last one.

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BUSINESS AND HONEST ELECTIONS. 

Many defects in the workings of representative 
government can be laid directly at the doors of citi- 
zens who take no interest and no part in public 
affairs in their home communities.

St. Louis business 
men, however, are refuting this by a demonstration 
of concern for the very foundation-stone of the demo- 
cratic process: fair and honest elections.

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THE HOUSE SAYS NO. 

By the decisive vote of 232 to 153, the House of 
Representatives has rejected the President’s proposal 
to place the Civil Aeronautics Authority under the di- 
rection of the Department of Commerce. 
The action of the House expresses, we believe, the 
country’s public opinion. It also expresses the expert 
opinion of the Air Line Pilots’ Association. And pop- 
ular opinion and expert opinion are fortified by the 
unanswerable tests of experience. 
The country knows what happened when the air 
service was supervised by the Commerce Department. 
Statistics show a period of shécking accidents during 
which a pilot was being killed every 28 days, and 
three passengers were losing their lives. 
Public opinion revolted. Congress acted. It abol- 
ished the incompetent Bureau of Air Commerce—an 
adjunct of the Commerce Department. It created 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority as an independent 
agency, which formulated the operating rules. It 
also created the Air Safety Board, which was charged 
with the duty of investigating accidents. 
The country knows what happened under the new 
order of things. Immediate improvement followed. 
The number of accidents steadily diminished. They 
finally ceased. The thrilling announcement was 
made on March ‘28 that a year had passed without 
one fatality of pilot or passenger. 
There are the facts. The facts more than justify 
the House veto of the President’s proposal. The facts 
more than condemn the President’s proposal; they 
make it incomprehensible. Further, the President 
has never advanced one acceptable reason for the 
change. He has tried to dismiss legislative objection 
by characterizing it as “spinach.” Dropping the wise- 
crack he has irascibly accused the opposition of 
“ignorance, gullibility or politics.” 
If there is any “spinach” at this collation, it is on 
the President’s plate. If there is any “ignorance, 
gullibility or politics,” give it to the executive. The 
facts just will not permit Congress to be smeared 
with spinach, ignorance, gullibility or politics. 
The question is now up to the Senate. Under the 
Reorganization Act, both the House and Senate must 
vote down an executive order to perfect the veto. 
The Senate should by all means follow the House. 
It should do so, first, in the name of human lives, 
in the name of air service safety; second, for the 
future of the air service, both civil and military; 
third, as a rebuke to what, by all the evidence, ap- 
pears to be a grave abuse of executive power. 
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FASCIST SQUEEZE PLAY. 
Italy officially gave up any claim to neutrality 
some time ago, and now a Fascist Senator’s report 
says “non-belfigerency” is no longer the correct term. 
“Pre-belligerency” is a more exact term, he says. 
On the basis of Admiral Sir Roger Keyes’ state- 
ment in Parliament, it would appear that the pre- 
belligerent tactics have given the axis a handsome 
victory. When Keyes wanted to storm Trondheim 
from the sea, naval authorities vetoed the plan, he 
explained, because “the situation in the Mediter- 
ranean made it undesirable to risk ships.” Such a 
maneuver on the baseball field is known us a squeeze 
play, and it seems to work just as well in war. 
Probably the great pre-belligerent, Mussolini, is 
wondering when he will get his reward for rattling 
the saber so effectively that Hitler could help him- 
self to Central Norway. What does the Fuehrer of- 
fer? And how much do the Allies bid? 
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A MISUNDERSTOOD MAN. 

One of the misunderstod men in our public life is 
Secretary Ickes of the Interior Department. When- 
ever he is beguiled into a discussion, the epithets fly. 
No one will ever forget the verbal storm that raged 
around “Honest Harold’s” head when he undertook 
to discipline Gen. Hugh Johnson. There are few, 
if any, dissenters from the New Deal delirium with 
the Johnsonian flow of depreciatives but, somehow, 
the mildest debaters seem to be inspired when they 
take on Mr. Ickes. In his home town of Chicago, 
gentle, amiable citizens who rarely get into the pa- 
pers take off their coats, roll up their sleeves, double 
their fists, when the Cabinet offrcer is in the other 
corner, and really give truly walloping exhibitions. 
The latest to draw a bead on the self-effacing but 
earnest third-termer is a Federal Judge in Texas who 
Says Ickes is a “publicity seeker.” This was not a 
formal opinion, not even an obiter dictum. It was 
rather a casual observation, evoked, it appears, by 
the fact that some litigants had adjusted their dif- | 
ferences in quiet conference and, for so doing, were 
roundly rebuked by Mr. Ickes and, of course, in the 
printed word. Though the Judge didn’t expressly say 
so, he did broadly imply that Ickes was talking for 
the gratifying emotion of reading his own remarks, 
Can it be, one wonders, that this is what happens 
to an acolyte, like Mr. Ickes, in the Jeffersonian wor- 
Ship? No, that question is not the answer in this in- 
Stance. As far back as 1912, when the Republicans, 
in violation of custom, began telling the truth about 
one another, Mr. Ickes was the fury of the hour. 
Indeed, research has gone so far as to discover that 
Ickes, in his undergraduate period, was the cam- 
pus pest.

GENEVA. 
S FAR as Europe is concerned, there 
A: only one issue in the American presi- 
dential election this year, and that is 
the war issue. Europeans are amazed that 
so many Americans seem to believe they 
have already settled this question; that the 
United States can and will remain neutral, 
and that domestic affairs, therefore, are 
more important than foreign policy in the 
coming campaigns. 
As seen from Europe, such complacency 
overlooks the fact that British and French 
strategists have had to change their ideas 
about the conduct of the war, and some of 
their new plans are founded on the belief, 
or at least the hope, that they will have 
American military assistance before the war 
is over. 
All European governments are aware 
that Americans were so thoroughly disil- 
lusioned by the propaganda of the last war 
that we are allergic to propaganda. British 
and French hope for further help from us 
resides largely in the efforts of pro-Ally 
Americans. For this reason, they are watch- 
ing our presidential election with eager at- 
tention. It is for this reason that they are 
watching President Roosevelt so Closely. 
* ~ « 


Because, whether he realizes it or not, 
Mr. Roosevelt, for almost three years, has 
been dramatized by Europeans as the leader 
of the crusade which has marshaled the so- 
called idealistic and progressive portions of 
America to overcome the selfishness and 
ignorance of that mass of Americans who 
must be classed as isolationists. 

Americans living in wartime England 
and France know that if these cpuntries 
could name an American President, Mr. 
Roosevelt would be elected by acclamation.

I was in America when Roosevelt made 
his famous “quarantine” speech in 1937, 
and I recall Americans were not much ex- 
cited about it. But when I came back to 
Europe that autumn, I was amazed to dis- 
cover what a sensation that speech had 
created. It was hailed as the death blow 
to American isolationism and a return of 
the United States to world poltics. 

After his message to Congress in January, 
1939, the London Round Table found that 
“President Roosevelt issued warning that 
the United States would be aligned with 
Great Britain and France in the event of a 
major European. war, although, of course, 
the nature of the American participation 
cannot be defined in advance.” 

The high point of Mr. Roosevelt’s efforts 
‘to outbluff the dictators came in April, 
1939, when he addressed his peace pledge 
to Hitler and Mussolini. This move caused 
a tremendous reaction in every European 
country. J. Lj Garvin wrote in the London 
Observer: “Now for the first time, Hitler 
and Mussolini have no doubts. They know 
it is a certainty that America will be upon 
them if they strike again at any independ- 
ent nation whatever.” 

Allied statesmen see across the Atlantic 
a country whose President for three years 
has appointed himself the spokesman for 
democracies and the scourge of dictator- 
ships. They see that his boldest moves in 
Europe have been greeted with applause 
by prominent Americans of every political 
faith. They see that the American people, 
under his leadership, have created a navy 
and an air force which is one of the world’s 
greatest offensive forces. They see that our 
armaments, added to their own, might 
smash Hitlerism just as they smashed 
Kaiserism. 

In this situation, the stage seems to be 
set for a final struggle between those 
Americans who want to bring us into the 
Allied-German war and those Americans 
who want to keep us out. That struggle 
coincides with our presidential election, 
and seems likely to dominate it.

BABSON ON DRY GROUP 
AS SRD PARTY NUCLEUS 


Says Neither Democrats Nor 
G. O. P. Can Get ‘Country 
Out of Mess.’ 


CHICAGO, May 9 (AP).—Roger 
W. Babson, speaking as the proba- 
ble presidential candidate of the 
Prohibition Party, put the organ- 
ization in the roie of a “coalition 
third party” today. 

The Massachusetts statistician de- 
clared at the Prohibitionists’ nine- 
teenth national convention: 

“Neither of the big political par- 
ties will get this country out of 
the present mess. A new move- 
ment must start, not from above, 
but from below. There must be a 
coalition of all those interested in 
putting righteousness before ex- 
pediency.” 

He added that “without criticis- 
ing either the Republicans or the 
Democrats, it is fair to say that 
both have entangling alliances 
which make it almost impossible 
for them to take a stand on moral 
issues. The new Prohibition par- 
ty, therefore, is in a position to 
serve as such a coalition third par- 
_ 

“We shoud stand firm on our 
historic ground of demanding that 
certain evils should be prohibited,” 
Babson said, but added this view- 
point should not be confined to the 
liquor evil only. 

“We should also include commer- 
cialized gambling, harmful nar- 
cotics, social diseases, cruelty to 
children, indecent — publications, 
dangerous movies, misleading 
broadcasting, political graft and in- 
justices of all kinds.”

Dedicated to Frank B. Noyes, 
president of the AP for 38 years 
and member of the Executive Cam- 
mittee through half the life of the 
organization, the book is the work 
of Oliver Gramling, assisted by 
William A. Kinney. They are mem- 
bers of the AP staff. The book 
will be published in September by 
Farrar & Rinehart. While not yet 
officially named, it now carries 
the working tile of “A. P.—Ninety 
Years of News.” 

It details the meeting in early 
May, 1848, of 10 men representing 
six of New York’s newspapers and 
how at that time they decided to 
pool their news-gathering efforts. 
This was the beginning of the As- 
sociated Press. The organization 
began functioning in an attic office 
in Lower Manhattan. The first 
general agent, as the general man- 
ager then was called, received a 
salary of $20 a week. He had one 
assistant.

Salt and pepper. 

Fry salt pork until crisp. Cook 
onions and celery in fat until they 
are tender.

Fat or Shortening May Be Used 
Many Times—Thermometer 
Essential Gadget. 


Many homemakers consider 


French frying of foods as too ex- 
pensive for their tudgets, yet the 


use of lard for making French 
fried potatoes, doughnuts, frit- 
ters and other foods .s essentially 
not any more expensive than mak- 
ing ordinary fresh fried potatoes. 
The point is that the fat can be 
strained thoroughly, put away in the 
refrigerator and used again. 
Meeting the argument that the 
food is too greasy, when correctly 
cooked, the food will not absorb 
much grease. Furthermore’ lard, 
like other fats and oils, is largely 
digested and utilized by the body. 
Aside from the fact that a deep 
kettle must be used and the fat 
must be kept from smoking, the 
process of deep-fat frying is simple. 
A thermometer made for this pur- 
pose is really a sound investment. 
It not only give the homemaker 
an accurate way of telling that 
the fat is just right for the type 
of food she wishes to fry, but by 
keeping the fat from reaching the 
smoking point, it adds to the 
length of time the fat can be used. 
Using the temperature direc- 
tions given for the recipe will pro- 
duce the best results and help to 
prevent the excessive absorption 
of fat which many people object 
to in eating deep-fat fried foods.

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THIS WARM WEATHER DRINK 
MAKES REFRESHING PICKUP 


With the approach of warm 
weather cooling drinks again 
appear on the menu. This one 
may be served as a refreshing 
pickup between meals. 

Pineapple Milk Shake. 

Two cups pineapple juice. 

One-quarter teaspoon lemon 
juice. 

Two tablespoons molasses. 

One quart milk. 

Combine pineapple juice, lem- 
on juice and molasses. Add 
slowly to milk and mix thor- 
oughly. Chill. Serve six. 


and cut lengthwise into ‘strips 
about %-inch thick; soak in cold 
water one-half to one hour. Drain, 
wipe very dry. Place just enough 
in bottom of frying basket or sieve 
to cover sparsely. Immerse in hot 
deep fat (380 degrees) and cook 
three to five minutes, or until 
golden brown, keeping potatoes in 
motion. Hold basket over kettle 
for fat to drip, then turn out on 
absorbent paper to drain. Sprinkle 
with salt and serve hot. Allow 1 to 
2 potatoes for each portion. 
Apple Fritters. 

Use two large tart apples, sweet 
fritter batter. The batter is made 
with one cup sifted flour, one tea- 
spoon baking powder, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, two tablespoons sugar, 
one egg slightly beaten, three- 
fourths cup milk and one table- 
spoon shortening melted. Mix and 
sift dry ingredients. Combine egg, 
milk and shortening; stir into dry 
ingredients. Use as cover batter 
for fruits. 

For the apple fritters, reduce 
the milk in the batter to one-half 
cup. Pare, core and cut apples 
crosswise in one-fourth inch slices 
or cut in eighths. Dip each piece 
in batter and fry in hot, deep fat 
(370 degrees) for three to four 
minutes or until golden brown. 
Drain on absorbent paper. Yield, 
six portions. 

Doughnuts. 

Use five and one-fourth cups 
sifted flour, two tablespoons bak- 
ing powder, one teaspoon salt, one 
cup sugar, two tablespoons fat, 
two eggs, one cup milk, one-eighth 
teaspoon nutmeg, one-eighth tea- 
spoon cinnamon. 

Before baking powder is added, 
remove one-fourth cup flour to be 
used for rolling. Sift the flour 
and baking powder together two 
times. Combine the _ thoroughly 
beaten eggs, sugar, salt and soft- 
ened or melted fat, mixing until 
very light and fluffy. Add flour 
mixture alternately with milk, 
stirring lightly until ingredients 
are combined. Turn out on 
floured board and shape lightly. 
Roll one-fourth to three-eighths 
inch thick and cut with floured 
doughnut cutter. Fry in hot, deep 
fat (345 to 355 degrees) for about 
three minutes, or until lightly 
browned, turning doughnuts when 
they rise to the top. Drain on ab- 
sorbent paper. Approximate yield 
is two dozen doughnuts. 


LIGHT CAKES APPROPRIATE 
FOR WARMER WEATHER 


Lighter cakes are in order as the 
temperature rises, particularly if 
these cakes may be made with com- 
paratively little exertion, and yet 
prove delicious enough to please 
all who sample them. 

Marble Angel Food Cake. 
Seven-eighths cup sifted cake 
flour. 

Two tablespoons breakfast cocoa. 
One cup egg whites. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon cream of tartar. 
One and one-fourth cups sifted 
sugar. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Sift flour once; measure. To six 
tablespoons flour, add cocoa and 
sift together four times. Sift re- 
maining one-half cup flour four 
times. Beat egg whites and salt 
with flat wire whisk. When 
foamy, add cream of tartar and 
continue beating until stiff enough 
to hold up in peaks, but not dry. 
Fold in sugar carefully, two table- 
spoons at a time. Divide mixture 
in two parts. To one, fold in flour 
and one-half teaspoon vanilla. To 
other, fold in flour and cocoa mix- 
ture, then one-half teaspoon va- 
nilla. Put by tablespoons into un- 
greased angel food pan, alternating 
white and dark mixtures. Bake in 
slow oven (275 degrees) 30 min- 
utes, then increase heat to 325 de 
grees and bake 30 minutes longer. 
Remove from oven and invert pan 
one hour, or until cold.

ROOSEVELT’S RELIEF REQUEST 
APPROVED BY COMMITTEE 


President Had Asked That WPA 
Be Allowed to Spend Year’s 
Funds in 8 Months, 


WASHINGTON, May 9 (AP).— 
A House appropriation subcommit- 
tee was reported today to have 
approved President Roosevelt’s re- 
quest for authority for WPA to 
spend $975,000,000 in the _ eight 
months starting July 1. 

The relief bill, carrying funds 
for the Farm Security Adminis- 
tration as well as the WPA, will 
be recommended to the full Appro- 
priations Committee Wednesday 
and administration leaders said it 
was planned to have the House 
begin consideration of the measure 
the following day. 

Critics of the proposal to make 
the full WPA fund available for 
expenditure in as few as eight 
months have contended it was tan- 
tamount to boosting the relief ap- 
propriation to $1,500,000,000 for the 
full year. Advocates have said that 
the money would not be spent in 
eight months, unless the relief sit- 
uation demanded it.

DIAGNOSIS: Let's answer her last question first. Her 
husband isnt her flesh and blood, either, but she loves him. A 
man's wife is not his flesh and blood, but she may be far 
closer and dearer to him than any of his flesh and blood. So 
you see that deep and abiding love may have nothing to do 
with “flesh and blood.” Love is a cluster of habits, and habits 
are learned. They are not inherited. 

Furthermore, a man’s own children may desert him in a 
crisis, or stab him in the back, figuratively, if not even literal- 
ly, unless they are trained to love their father. Many chil- 
dren will cheat and steal from their own aged mothers, and 
gamble the homes right out from under their parents. Yet 
they are of the same flesh and blood as their parents.

DISMISS from your minds, therefore, the false belief that 
virtue and honor and morality flow along inherited pathways. 
We are neutral at the outset, but later develop into villians 
or noble, unselfish men and women, depending upon our train- 
ing. The old belief that some people are “born criminals” is 
entirely false. If Bobby becomes a criminal after his adop- 
tion by this young couple, it will be a result of their mistakes 
in rearing him and not a reflection on his natural parents. 

As for the intelligence of babies, we have no sure-fire tests 
of high reliability under the age of 2 years, when the revised 
Binet test now applies. There are, however, a few practical 
guides of value. A normal child will smile at the second or 
third month. He will try to sit up alone at about six to eight 
months, depending partly on his weight. They try to talk at 
about 12 months, thougt. some may not speak till the age of 2 
or 8 years. At 14 or 15 months, as an average, they begin to 
walk. By all means, adopt children, if you can’t have your 
own, and don’t stop with less than two. '

Gallstones 
Usually Due 


To Infection

ALLSTONES are gritty deposits 
(| formes out of the mineral parts 

of the bile, which form in the 
gall bladder. They may vary as to 
number, size and shape, There 
may be one or 1000; they may be 
as small as a grain of sand or as 
large as a lemon. They are often 
the shape of dice or small pyra- 
mids from grinding together. Us- 
ually they are colored white, gray, 
yellow, brown or green, taking 
their color from the color of the 
bile. 

They are deposited in the gall 
bladder, in a great majority of 
cases, because of infection. The 
infection may occur from the in- 
testines, and here is one place 
where constipation plays an im- 
portant part in the derangement 
of ‘health. . 

Dr. A. C. Ivy of Northwestern 
University, Chicago, says, “Experi- 
mental results show that constipa- 
tion or irritation of the colon... 
may predispose to a slow flow of 
bile and decreased bile formation.” 

This stasis in the gall bladder is 
the most important step in the for- 
mation of gallstones. Gallstones 
occur in women more frequently 
than in men because women aré 
more frequently constipated and 
also because during the state of 
pregnancy stasis occurs in all the 
muscular organs of the abdomen. 

Naturally gallstones occur more 
often after middle age. All the 
factors which have to do with 
their formation accumulate during 
youth and come to the climax after 
the age of 40. 

The treatment of gallstones de- 
pends very considerably on the 
seriousness of the condition. The 
mere existence of galistones is not 
sufficient to justify treatment, es- 
pecially surgical treatment. There 
is an apparent paradox in the fact 
that the smallér the gallstone, the 
more trouble it is likely to make. 
This is easy to understand, how- 
ever, if one will consider that a 
small stone can get into the small 
ducts leading from the gall bladder 
to the intestine easier than a large 
stone. 

Many people with gallstones get 
along very well on a medical rou- 
tine, which includes eating non-irri- 
tating foods, daily exercise and the 
occasional use of a mild saline laxa- 
tive, such as one-half teaspoonful 
of sodium phosphate in a large 
glass of warm water before break- 
fast. 

Treatment at our mineral spring 
spas in the United States, such 
as Saratoga, White Sulphur, Hot 
Springs, French Lick, Excelsior 
Springs, and others is very help- 
ful routine, spring and fall. 

A diet for gallstones, in order to 
rest the gall bladder, is fat-free 
as follows: 

No butter, olive oil salad dress- 
ing, eggs, cream, milk or fat part 
of meats.

Tips on Care of Hands

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A RICH LUBRICANT IS APPLIED TO THE NAIL AND MASSAGED 
INTO THE CUTICLE. 


INGER-WISE beauties are 

more than conscious of smooth 

cuticle and long, sturdy nails. 
In spring, especially if you live 
where winters are long and cold, 
the essential oils so necessary to 
the softness and pliancy of nails 
are sorely lacking. Your cuticles 
are likely to become ragged as 
they too become dry. Your nails 
split or break because they are 
brittle. Obviously external treat- 
ment is needed. If you will follow 
these tips for finger-tip charm your 
nail problems will be corrected 
and your hands will look nicely 
groomed: 

1, File nails toward center. Don’t 
file down at corners and never, 
never cut corners. It weakens the 
nails’ support and they are apt to 
split. 

2. Try not to cut cuticle. Dip 
cotton-tipped orange stick into a 
cuticle-remover solution and work 
it around the ragged skin. Never 
use scissors, as cutting the cuticle 
creates pesky hangnails. If the 
solution does not remove the rag- 
ged skin use nippers expertly — 
nipping off only the ragged part 
—never touching the flesh. 

3. To mend a split nail cover 
it with colorless tape and apply a 
deep, opaque polish over it until 
it has grown out. 

4. Apply a protective, colorless 
nail base before your polish. Also 
apply it over your polish (when 


it has dried thoroughly) and bring 
it down over and under the nail 
tip. This gives added support and 
makes it tougher. 

5. Apply polish using it not too 
freely. Better two coats than one 
runny coat! Keep your hand steady 
and have moons and white tips 
even, 

6. After polish has dried well 
comes the hand treatment. Apply 
a little of nail grooming oil to each 
nail and massage it carefully 
around the cuticle. Then cover 
hands and wrists with a rich hana 
cream and slip on cotton gloves 
to steam in the oils while you 
read, make phone calls, or rest. 
Both oil and cream should remain 
on your hands at least one-half 
hour. It is good to epply both 
just before going to bed and sleep 
with the gloves on. 


7. Remember to annoint your 
hands with a lotion or cream each 
time after washing them. Keep up 
this practice until the hot weather 
sets in and your hands will be 
smooth, soft and your cuticles will 
be ruly. '

ICK children who are well 
§ enougn to sit up but not able 

to get about and play, find it 
difficult to pass the long hours 
cheerfully. One must have some- 
thing to do. But what? Reading 
tires the eyes; so does knitting. At- 
tention is soon wearied no matter 
what the activity, and still the 
child must be amused. One needs 
a variety of interesting occupa- 
tions to offer them and anything 
that promises relief is welcome. 

The new kind of scope, an im- 
provement on the old _ kaleido- 
ecope, is a real addition to these 
entertainments. It is a_ tube 
mounted on a pedestal that holds 
a revolving disc. On this disc 
one drops a tiny heap of color, 
spins the disc and peeps through 
the window at the top of the tube.

And 
they cost little. They are as light 
as a feather so are no burden to an 
ailing child as a book sometimes 
becomes. On journeys they take 
little space and offer relief from 
tedium.

SCRAP BOOKS full of pictures 
are fine for convalescent children. So 
are drawing books. Those that 
have outline drawings afford oc- 
cupation and interest for a long 
time. Colored crayons come with 
them and are to be preferred to 
water color or oils for use in bed. 

Puzzles that are not to involved 
are good, too. One must be careful 
about them lest they weary the pa- 
tient. Simple ones like sliced birds 
and animals, small maps, large 
pieces, are best. Stringing large 
beads, spool knitting, a bouncing 
ball tied to the bed, and a nest of 
boxes, come in handy. 

The convalescent child needs 
simple occupations, nothing fussy. 
His toys ought to be the kind that 
are easily Kept clean, no furry 
ones, A variety of amusements 
is best, nothing too long because 
it is so easy to fatigue an ailing 
child. Only one thing should be 
out at a time. No other toys even 
in sight, as an untidy room 
wearies a patient.

One-third cup butter, melted.

On Returning 
Hospitality of 
An Employer 


By Emily Post 


HEN older people living in an 
W esianiisnea house—meaning a 

big house which is easily run 
—ask either young people or busi- 
ness employes to dinner or to sup- 
per, it would rarely if ever occur 
to them to expect an invitation in 
return. In fact, to have a return 
made by someone and then be 
come aware that a real effort was 
being made to repay their hospi- 
tality in kind, would be distressing 
rather than pleasing. 

This is written in all seriousness 
to the many young wives who ask 
me what return they are expected 
to make to invitations from their 
husband's employers. The answer 
quite truthfully and honestly is, 
nothing at all except to seem to 
enjoy the party to which they are 
asked! 

On the other hand, when a young 
woman is innately hospitable and 
says that she longs to do something 
in return, and is unhappy because 
she fears it might be thought im- 
proper for her to try, this puts a 
rather different light on the situa- 


‘tion. One such letter is the fol- 


lowing: 

“My husband’s employer and his 
wife invite us to dinner several 
times each year, and we always 
leave feeling that the evening was 
perfect. Mrs. Employer is a lovely 
person. She has that quality which 
you define as essential to a great 
lady—of making everyone wel- 
come and at ease. We are young 
married people, living nicely but 
modestly, according to their stand- 
ards. In fact, everything around 
our place is what you might call 
part time: a part time maid be- 
cause I also work part time; silver 
only partially collected; a china 
set not yc: finished; furniture good 
but sparse. I wouldn’t feel easy 
about asking Mr. and Mrs. Em- 
ployer to a meal and yet I honestly 
would like to do something in re- 
turn for their accumulating invita- 
tions.” 

Answering this: Certainly you 
may invite Mr. and Mrs. Employer 
—if you would like to do so—to 
whatever you have in mind. You 
must have an idea of seating them 
at your table or you wouldn't be 
thinking of your silver and china 
and your maid’s service. As a 
matter of fact, they are not going 
to be critical of incomplete equip- 
ment, unless your sense of inferi- 
ority makes you self-conscious. The 
point is, to do whatever you can 
do nicely and don’t attempt what 
you can’t. Be sure that whatever 
silver or glass you use is polished, 
your table setting inviting. Your 
menu has only one requirement: 
Every item must be good of its 
kind, and appetizingly dished. An 
invitation to Sunday evening sup- 
per sound simpler than an invita- 
tion to dinner, and it is therefore 
especially disarming to criticism. 

So ask them by all means. But 
if they decline, don’t develop an 
inferiority complex and imagine 
that they are criticising your kind 
intentions. On ths other hand, 
there are many other ways whereby 
you can show your appreciation of 
their hospitality—if you feel that 
you mus tin spite of the fact that 
no such obligation exists. No ges- 
ture is more charming than the 
thoughtful one of finding out the 
date of the Employers’ wedding an- 
miversary, or of her birthday, and 
sending a few flowers with a short 
note of good wishes on that day. 
Remember though, that an expen- 
sive display would be much less 
pleasing to them than a very smail 
quantity of her favorite flowers— 
if it is possible to get them—which 
would emphasize thought, rather 
than cost.

GREAT MUSIC for the MASSES 


Sale of Records Here Shows Public Enjoys Compositions of Master Composers

URING the past 10 days more 
| eam 10,000 sets of phonograph 
records have been sold over the 
counter at 420 North Twelfth bou- 


levard by the distributing agents of 
the National Committee for Music 
Appreciation. The records sold so 
far have carried the music of 
Schubert’s “Unfinished” Symphony 
and the Beethoven Fifth Sympho- 
ny in C Minor. 

These two symphonies are among 
the most popular in the repertoire 
of any symphony orchestra, but 
neither work ever commands an 
audience of a size indicated by 
these purchases. For the pur- 
chaser of each album or set is 
buying for others beside himself. 
His whole family will constitute 
the audience for these sets, which 
means that on the basis of the 
present sales, some 25,000 people in 
the St. Louis community are inter- 
ested in hearing mugic of the best 
character. And the figure should 
increase measurably before’ the 
campaign, which was started with 
a thousand-plate dinner and has 
been carried on with advertising 
broadsides in all the daily papers, 
has come to an end. 

The existence of such an audi- 
ence naturally has a profound in- 
terest for all persons whose work 
is connected with music in. any 
way. It will also be a tremendous 
surprise to those persons who have 
regarded “classical music” as a spe- 
cailized highbrow interest—pale, 
precious and _  tinctured perhaps 
with a _ solution of effeminacy. 
Well, if there are 30,000 to 50,000 
people in St. Louis who can take 
pleasure in Schubert, Beethoven, 
Brahms and other composers of a 
similar quality, it becomes evident 
that there is nothing pale or pre- 
cious about such an interest. It in- 
dicates, on the contrary, that the 
democratization of great music is 
on its way. It also suggests that 
if great music in the past has been 
pre-empted by the few it was be- 
cause the many did not have access 
to such music. 

The many who are taking this 
special opportunity of getting in 
closer contact with great master- 
works have the appearance of being 
a truly representative group of a 
democratic community. It would 
not be accurate to describe them 
as a cross-section. The very rich 
would not be tempted by the low 
prices and the very poor could not 
afford even $1.59 a set. But all 
sorts and conditions of men and 
women have lined up at the counter 
since the sales started last Saturday 
a week ago.

HE first two customers to apply 
T 0: the Schubert “Unfinished” 

symphony were Catholic priests. 
The same two were the first in line 
for the Beethoven C Minor. They 
were followed by clerks, bookkeepers, 
minor executives, salesmen, house- 
wives, new;paper men, bootblacks, 
Negro school teachers, even musi- 
cians. Some of them knew exactly 
what they wanted and what they 
were buying. Others were attracted, 
seemingly, by the general lure of 
good music without knowing exact- 
ly what it was that was being~of- 
fered. 

One customer came in with a 
long list of musical numbers in 
which he was interested, including 
the “William Tell Overture” and 
the “Road to Mandalay.” Another 
wanted opera recosdings that car- 
ried explanatory talks by a com- 
mentator. 

A minor sensation was created 
during the sale of the Schubert 
symphony when one of the assist- 
ants called to another: “Oh, Mr. 
Shubert, you are wanted in the 
back room.” The assistant ad- 
dressed was Paul Shubert, who, as 
it happens, lives on Beethoven ave- 
nue. But one of the ladies who was 
waiting for her album cried out: 
“My heavens. Don’t tell he’s here 
too'” And evidently the word must 
have got around for an hour later 
a purchaser came back and asked 
that one of his discs be autographed 
by the composer.

quantities. 

It all started four years ago 
when the New York Post conceived 
the idea of giving away records of 
the best music as circulation pre- 
miums. Samuel Chotzinoff, the pa- 
per’s music critic, selected the com- 
positions, and the RCA-Victor com- 
pany was induced to furnish the 
records at cost on the ground that 
it would enormously increase the 
number of record owners and pre- 
sumably would increase the poten- 
tial market for commercial records 
in the future. 

Later the Washington Post pro- 
moted a similar campaign, with the 
aid of a committee of public spirit- 
ed citizens, merely as a cultural 
service for the community. At this 
juncture the National Committee 
for Music Appreciation, noting the 
widespread response to the offer of 
low-cost records, decided that it 
was a movement that could be 
easily extended to the whole coun- 
try. 

Campaigns in Louisville, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago and St. Louis are the 
result of their interest in the mat- 
ter. 

In St. Louis the campaign has 
been sponsored by the St. Louis 
Symphony Society, which benefits 


not only from the increased aware- 
ness of great music which the dis- 
semination of the records through- 
out the community will presumably 
create, but also receives a 10-cent 
donation to its maintenance fund 
for every set that is sold. 
* * * 
HE set-up then may be described, 
T brien, as follows: The Nation- 
al Committee for Music Ap- 
preciation, which is supported by 
private funds coming from a phil- 
anthropic source, supports’ the 
movement for cultural reasons. The 
St. Louis Symphony Society gives 
it a local indorsement for reasons 
already mentioned. The RCA-Vic- 
tor company furnishes the records 
at cost for whatever promotional 
value it may receive. The New 
York, Philadelphia and Cleveland 
orchestras which made the original 
records add their contribution by 
waiving their royalty rights. The 
mechanical task of distribution and 
sale is performed by a' New York 
agency which is paid for services 
performed. The ultimate consum- 
er in St. Louis gets the records for 
cost, and the cost, in his case, in- 
cludes distribution, sales, advertis- 
ing and the 10-cent donation to the 
Symphony Society. 
As-.for the records themselves 
one can say in general that the 


performances recorded are those of 
first class orchestras and that fhe 
reproductions have about the same 
acoustical quality as most stan- 
dard records produced about three 
years ago. 

Some are better than others—a 
condition that can be explained by 
the varying circumstances govern- 
ing the original recording and the 
subsequent pressing. Of the 10 
volumes that I have heard the 
Brahms Second Symphony, the 
Cesar Franck Symphony and the 
Debussy excerpts are outstanding 
in the matte, of acoustical values. 
The Schubert “Unfinished” Sym- 
phony and the Beethoven Fifth 
Symphony have the greatest amount 
of surface noise. 

The Bach Brandenburg Concerto 
No. 2 is the only one with whose 
interpretation I would seriously 
disagree. The slow movement is 
too fast. But this disagreement, I 
am forced to add, involves a ques- 
tion of taste. Others may like it. 

As for surface noise and lack of 
complete fidelity in tone reproduc- 
tion, all records—even the best that 
are being produced today—have 
these defects to some extent. In 
most cases these are defects which 
the selective faculty of the mind 
enables one to discard once it has 
become used to them.

East's opening, obviously enough, 
was weak, but not to be criticised, 
third hand. South overbid decid- 
edly when he jumped to three no 
trump. 

West, although disliking to open 
& singleton, could see no better 
lead than his partner's suit, hence 
opened the spade six. Declarer 
played low from dummy, realizing 
that he would need the spade king 
for an entry to the diamond suit. 
East put in the jack and declarer 
won with the ace. Now declarer 
laid down the ace and queen of 
diamonds, which again was the 
proper play, since the best chance 
was to hope for a doubleton jack 
in either defender’s hand. West, 
afraid that if he refused this trick 
he might never take a diamond 
trick, won with the king, while 
East made the extremely bad dis- 
card of the heart deuce. West 
would have shifted to a heart had 
it not been for that negative sig- 
nal, but now was misled into lead- 
ing a club. Declarer captured the 
queen with the ace and led his 
last diamond. West won with the 
jack (East discarding the spade 
deuce) and led another club, de- 
clarer winning with the ace. Now, 
blind to everything except the 
two established diamonds in dum- 
my, declarer led a spade to the 
king and cashed th diamonds. 
On the first East discarded an- 
other heart and declarer did like 
wise. On the last East let go his 
last club ... and declarer fran- 
tically searched his own hand for 
a safe discard. 

Obviously, if he let go the club 
jack he could never hope to take 
nine tricks; that is, he would be 
left with the 10-8 of spades and 
the K-7 of hearts. Then if he 
led a spade from dummy East 
would go up with the queen and 
throw declarer on lead with a 
spade, forcing him to give up two 
club tricks. Or, if declarer led a 
heart from dummy, East would go 
up with the ace and exit with the 
heart queen, which would make 
declarer lead from his minor ten- 
ace in spades. South compromised 
by discarding his low heart and 
leading a spade. East went up 
with the queen, cashed the ace- 
queen of hearts, and now declarer 
had to throw away the club jack in 
order to win the last spade trick. 

Again I must emphasize that the 
defense had to be very “ad to give 
South any chance for his contract, 
but once he had this opportunity 
there was no excuse for him to 
waste it so shamefully. At the 
pojnt where he entered dummy 
with the spade to cash the two 
diamonds it took very little fore- 
sight to realize that the South 
hand would “be squeezed on the 
last diamond. Hence before enter- 
ing dummy with the spade South 
should have cashed the club jack. 
If this play established a club trick 
for East (that is, if East had the 
thirteenth club) that would just be 
declarer’s misfortune. The way it 
was actually played declarer was 
certain to lose his contract.
